when the matter is again heard it should be 
on the basis of a genuine controversy honest- 
ly and candidly presented. 


The new Election law must be submitted to 


the people at the November election. The 
necessary judicial order for such submission 
was made at the proper time and it stands 
unrevoked. It has been hinted that Judge 
Prendergast might resort to the extraordinary 
course of vacating this order, but it is hardly 


probable that he will attempt to assert juris- 


diction over a case that has passed out of his 
court and is pending in the Supreme Court on 
appeal. Any such action would be absolutely 
null and void. The petitioners had their day 
in the County Court,.a final judgment was ren- 
dered, and the matter then passed beyond 
the control of that tribunal. Laymen as 
well as lawyers are familiar with the rule 
prevailing in all courts that no rehearing or 
reversal will be granted after the term has 
passed and the controversy is res judicata. 
Judge Prendergast is bound in the net of his 
own weaving, and it is now beyond the 
power of any enemy of the new Election law 
to prevent its submission to the people. 

The alleged difficulty as to the preparation 
of the blanks and tally-sheets is of no im- 
portance. If the County Clerk refuses to 
perform this duty he will be liable to indict- 
ment; but so far as the election is concerned 
it is immaterial whether he attempts to vio- 
late the law or not. The act itself makes the 
following provisions for any such con- 
tingency : 

If no tally-sheets shall be runden to the 
judges and clerks of any precinct relating to 
such proposition, such clerks shall use any piece 
of paper containing the headings written out by 
either of them, Sor City Election Law,” and 
„Against City Election Law,” and tally the 
vote thereon opposit tne respective headings 
as announced to them; and if no blank state- 
ments of returns relating to such proposition 
be provided or furnished to them, then it shall 
be the duty of said judges and clerks to write 


out a return in triplicate, in substance in ac- 
cordance with the form found in Sec. 2 of this 


article. 
Every voter should remember, that the 


Prendergast cases concerned a fictitious 
issue. The new Election law, although adopt- 
ed by the Legislature, remains inert until 
the people breathe into it the breath of life. 


The Supreme Court was asked, therefore, 


not to pass on a genuine existing issue, but 
to render a decision based on speculations as 
to what the people might or might not do 
when the act was submitted to them. Judges 


usually throw such cases out; and if they 


consider them it is according tothe strictest 


technical rules. Very different would be the 


situation when a genuine case was presented 
to the court based not on conjectures, but on 
the atirmative action of the people in adopt- 
ing the law. In such a case the rule as to 
technicalities would stand entirely reversed. 


The Supreme Court of the United States has 


laid down the.doctrine that when the people 
have once acted the courts must solve all 
doubts and bend every technicality to uphold 
the popular will. This was the reason why 
the enemies of the new Election law insisted 
on pushing the bogus cases through before 
the people had taken any action. The scheme 
failed ingloriously; and when the matter is 
again heard in the Supreme Court it must be 
on the basis of the affirmative action of the 
people. In that event the friends of election 
reform need have little anxiety as to the re- 
sult. ; 

The fate of the Election law rests with the 
people. Its necessity has been demonstrated 


and the vote in its favor should be over- 


whelming. It is founded on the experience 
of other localities, and it provides the neces- 
sary means to defeat the dominance of the 
criminal class in large cities. There can 
never be honest and impartial elections under 
tif control and direction of the gang bosses 
and ward workers of the City Council or 
County Board, reinforced by their followmg 
of bummers, blackmailers, partisan thieves, 
and desperadoes. It would be as reasonabie 
to expect a decent administration of justice if 
the courts were turned over to the control of 
the same class. and dominated by violence and 
fraud. The character of the election judgés 
recently appointed by the Van Pelt gang in 
defiance of the Curtiss act shows that the full 
force of the ballot-box stuffers, repeaters, 
bummers, and cutthroats will be put forth to 
defeat every reform of the law. Honest 
voters, without regard to party, owe it to 
themselves to do all in their power to secure 
the adoption of the new Election law and put 


an end to the organized power of the crim- | 


inal class in this municipality. 


NEW YORK GRAIN ELEVATORS.

THE TEL EPHON 2 M ONOPOL. . 

Although the eat” in the telegraph office 
at Memphis, Tenn., destroyed the press dis- 
patch announcing that proceedings had been 
begun by the Government to test the validity 
of the Bell telephone patent, the people have 
still. been able to gain some information as to 
this interesting litigation, Attorney-General 
Garland will find his action in authorizing 
the beginning of these proceedings in the 
name of the Government warmly and heart- 
ily applauded. Private litigants have little 
chance in contending with a monopoly as 
powerful as the Bell Telephone Company, 
and the poor inventors who struggled to in- 
troduce their improvements to the public are 
now all driven from the field. Suits that ac- 
cording to every appearance had merit and 
justice in them have been decided in the 
Easterh courts according to the old sewing- 
machine monopoly doctrine; but it remains 
to be seen whether there will not be some- 
thing of achange when the United States 
becomes a party to the action. 

It seems to be established beyond all doubt 
that the telephone was invented and named 
in 1862 by a German named Philip Reis. In 
the hands of this man, however, the tele- 
phone was merely a curiosity, and he never 


‘succeeded in adjusting and perfecting it so 


that it would be adapted to general use. In 
1868 a telephone was put on public exhibition 
in New York, and attracted considerable at- 
tention. From this time on the telephone 
was no secret, but*the difficulty of adjusting 
it so that it would be fit for. practical use re- 
mained unsolved until 1876, when successful 
instruments were made by Bell, Gray, and 
probably others. It is a rather singular co- 
incidence that Bell and Gray applied for pat- 
ents on the same day, although Bell’s original 
caveat was for an improvement in multiple 
telegraphy,” and contained no reference to 
the transmission of audible speech,” which 
was the express purpose of Gray’s applica- 
tion: In the proceedings recently begun by 
the Government it is set forth that the Patent 
Examiner unlawfully informed Bell of the 
nature of Gray’s application, and the former 
then amended his caveat so as to cover the 
principle of the telephone and antedate Gray 
by a few hours. On this slender basis was 
founded the Bell patent, which it is now 
claimed includes not only the exclusive right 
to use certain instruments, but an absolute 
monopoly of the entire art of transmitting 
intelligence by telephone. Obviously, if Bell 
was entitled to anything it should have been 
a patent on his particular instrument and not 
a monopoly of the art itself. 

One great evil of the Bell monopoly is that 
it prevents all improvement in the service. 
The telegraph and the telephone being in 
the ‘same hands, care is taken to prevent 
them becoming rivals. If the telephone had 
been open to free competition there can be 
no doubt that the service would now be bet- 
ter and cheaper. Several inventors have in- 
struments which they claim are vastly su- 
perior to the Bell patent, and all they ask 
is an opportunity to present them to the pub- 
lie and have them treated according to their 
merits. It will bea very singular thing if a 
patent obtained in such a questionable man- 
ner as the Bell must rank as an -entire mo- 
nopoly of the art, while inventors having bet- 
ter and cheaper instruments are not permit- 
ted to present them to the public. The Bell 
Company even refuses to sell telephones, and 
will only lease them at outrageous rates to 
the long-suffering public. Dispatches giving 
accounts of the Government attack on the 
Bell monopoly may be destroyed by the 
cat” in the telegraph office, but Tue Tim 
UNE will see that the facts are presented to 
the people nevertheless. 


A TEST OF FEMALE SUFFRAGE. 

The outcome of the recent cuntest in Bos- 
ton over the school question, in which an at- 
tempt was made to bring out the female vote 
of that city, could not have been very flatter- 
ing to the Woman's Suffrage party. It will 
be remembered in this connection that women 
in Boston have the right to vote for school 
officers upon the same terms as men—name- 
ly: that they shall be over 21 years of age 
and pay a poll-tax of 50 cents. Under the 
original act. the tax was $2, but the next 
year it was lowered, and in this respect they 
are better off than the men, who have to pay 
considerably more. It is fair to assume that 
there are at least 60,000 women in Boston 
qualified to vote. How far have they availed 
themselves of their privilege ? 

The law was passed in 1878. The next 
year 989 registered. In 1880 there were 972. 


In 1881 the Woman’s Suffrage party effected . 


a formal organization, but the number fell 


off to 640, and the next year it dropped down 


to 498. In 1883 the liquor question became 
involved with that of the schools, and the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union came 
forward and urged women to register. Un- 
der this spur the number increased to 701. 
Last year several of the churches of the lib- 
eral sort advocated female suffrage and 1,100 


less for them to attempt to enforce laws or to 
expect that if all the offices were filled with 
women and they had all the machinery 
of the law-enforcing power in their hands 
they could secure obedience to them. They 
observe it is with extreme difficulty that men 
can enforce them, and that in some instances 
they signally fail. They realize that, even if 
they were elected to the administration of 
the laws, if they were defied they could not 
perform military duty, or serve as a posse 
comitatus, or muster the physical strength to 
compel respect and obedience to their enact- 
ments, The barrier of sex with its accom- 
panying weakness stands between them and 
the enforcement of laws. It is absurd that 
any one should be elected to an office whose 
duties he or she cannot carry out even in the 
gravest emergency, and still more absurd 
that the weaker sex should aspire to power 
when they are physically unable to uphold 
it, This is the view which reasonable 
women everywhere entertain of female suf- 
frage, and as the majority of women are rea- 
sonable the majority oppose it and don’t want 
it upon any terms—not even for the election 
of school committees. They cannot even be 
driven into it, as has been shown in Boston. 
As law-enforeers they would be powerless; 
as the advisers, and persuaders, and charmers 
of the law-enforcers they are all-powerful. 


CoRPORATION-COUNSEL Winston, in an 
interview with a TRIBUNE. reporter con- 
cerning the decision of the Supreme Court 
on the Election law, is reported as having 
said that the equal division of that court 
„would seem to justify fully the County 
Judge in his action towards securing a de- 


“cision on the law before it shall be put in 


operation.“ Weare unable to follow the 
reasoning of the esteemed Corporation Coun- 
sel in this matter. The fact that the Su- 
preme. Court was equally divided, and that 
the constitutionality of the law could not be 
desided by that tribunal, seems to show, from 
Tae Trrpune’s point of view, that the 
honorable Judge of the County Court .was 
too zealous and officious in the exereise 
of extra-judicial powers. Three learned 
Judges of the Supreme Court believe, 
apparently, that the law is  constitu- 
tional and that a submission of it te the peo- 


ple of Cook County would be valid. To this: 


extent the action of the County Judge in 
making up a bogus case for the, purpose of 
eliciting an obiter dictum from the court has 
been disapproved. The presumption in the 
mind of the County Judge ought to have 
been in favor of the law and the right of the 
people to pass upon itin the manner provided 
by the Legislature. Likewise when the law 
has been passed upon by the people, if their 
action is affirmative, we have no question that 
a presumption will be established in the 
minds of the Supreme Court in favor of 
the legal and binding effect of the -popular 
vote. Legal presumption ought invariably 
to be in favor of an act regularly passed by 
the Legislature and approved by the people 
to whom it has been submitted: and the 
legal ‘presumption in this case is much 
strengthened by an equal. division of 
the Supreme Court, permitting the order of 


‘the County Court for the submission of the 


law to go inte effect.. Wehope the people of 
Cook County will enforce the presump- 
tion in the most effectual manner by electing 
this fall a Judge who, in the exercise of a 
sound legal discretion, will support those 
members of the court who now believe that 
the law is constitutional and has been regu- 
larly submitted to the people. 

The further imaginary difficulty of the 
Corporation Counsel concerning the spring 
election and the effect of the adoption of the 
law this fall thereupon is trivial. If the law 
shall be adopted at the approaching election 
it can be submitted to the Supreme Court 
and a decision obtained from a full bench 
before the spring election can come on. The 
election will not be disturbed by the vote of 
this fall. The regularity of the proposed 
registration under the new law will be estab- 
lished by a final decision of the court long 
before it will be necessary to proceed with 
the spring registration either under the old 
or the new method. 


Five County Commissioners are to be 
elected this fall four from the city and one 
from the country. The importance of get- 
ting as much leaven as possible into the 
County Board should not be overlooked. A 
few good men in the board may be over- 
ridden by the gang members, but the former 
will nevertheless have considerable influence 
as a restraining force. Publie attention is 
now strongly drawn toward the necessity of 
a reform in city and county government, and 
there is no bétter piace for a beginning than 
with the County Commissioners. Four new 
and good men on the County Board from 
the city would strengthen the few al- 
ready there and protect the public 
against the tax-eaters and cormorants 
who thrive under the rule of the Van 
Pelts. No reform would be quicker felt than 
that which would result from putting a few 
honest men in the board. It ought to be 
distinctly understood that no candidate of 
doubtful antecedents or record will have the 
support of good citizens in the approaching 
election. If the managers of the Republican 
or the Democratic party hope to elect four city 
Commissioners this fall they must nominate 
men of spotless reputation. :

A SPLENDID IND INDORSEMENT. 


EXECUTIVE n Wasn drox, D. . 
July 29, 88.— Dran Sin: Yours of the 19th 
inst. has been received, but my time has been 
so fully occupied with official business that "0 
opportunity tor, reply has presented itself un- 
til the present moment. 

It gives me pleasure to answer your inquiries, 
and to testify to the merits of so useful an in- 
vention asthe typewriter in its application to 
the practical working of the commercial teie- 
graph lines. 

For the last four years, in addition to other 
clerical labora, I have done the typewriting 
work in the Executive office. At the beginning 
of President Cieveland’s Administration I was 
placed in charge of the telegraph work ot this 
office. I atonuce set about making arrange- 
ments to use the typewriter in connection with 
the telegraph work, mainly for two reusons—a_ 
saving of time and of labor. 

The six instruments of the te'egraph table 
are all run into a ten-wire switch-board which 
lies in the centre of the desk; at my right band 
are two six-point switches, within easy reach, 
which switch the main-line current of any one 


of the six instruments named into @ relay and 7 


“giant sounders close at my left hand. near 
the typewriter. The typewriter (whic is Rem- 
ington make, No. 2, improved is placed 
upon a carpet mat near the edge of the table, 
close beside the sounder. When there is a call 
for the * White House I immediately switch 
over to the sounder the instrument caliing and 
copy the business on the typewriter. This meth- 
od has now been in use since last March, and 
no have been copied with pen or pen- 
cil from the telegraph instrument since that 
time. Ail telegraph work such as ie daily trans- 
mitted over commercial lines, excepting possi- 
bly market reports,“ has been copied ia this 
office on the typewriter. from the lines of the 
Western Union and the Baltimore & Ohio Com- 
panies. During the last illness of Gen. Grant 
I copied from the Associated Press reports, 
over the Western Union wires, 2,000 words in 
the afternoon of one day, printing from the 
Morse inatrument over 400 words to a biank. 
At eee the typewriter in use is the Stand- 
ypewriter No. 2, made by E. Remington 
be Sons, liion, N. T., the same with whick this 
letter is printed. It works nicely and very 
ily, excepting, perhaps, a sligbt rat- 
tie of the type-arms when they fall against the 
leather cusbion, which, however, is not at ail 
noticed when the sounder is working well!. 
Telegraph bianks are made for this office with 
a view to their use in the Remington writing- 
machine. They are long and capable of hoid- 
ing 500 closel,-printed words; they are the 
width of the typewriter and without lines, 
thus giving opportunity for proper spacing and 


assuring a neat appearance. It has not been | 


found necessary as yet to use a continuous 
roll of paper while copying, the blanks being 
changed tust enough to keep up without inter- 
ruption while receiving a batch of messages, 
though I can very readily see how such a pre- 
caution might be essential on a heavy wire. 

In managing the typewriter while receiving, 
my first difficulty was in not being able to con- 
centrate my mind on the words and characters 
of the busy sounder. This trouble was rapidly 
obviated by close attention to the telegraph in- 
strument with the und. giving, as much as pos- 
sible, a mere mechanical appliance to the fin- 
gers in manipulating the keyboard of the type- 
writer. The moment one begins to think 
about the work of the typewriter, that mo-. 
ment he loses his hold on the telegraph sounda- 
er, and is compeiled to break or miss a word. 
Of course, as you well know, the sound of the 
typewriter and the noise of the telegraph in- 
strument must not be beard at the sume time, 
for in such case they are sure to distract the 
mind and cause confusion. The No. 2 Reming- 
ton, such as I use, makes littie noise with me- 
dium roher, and the only expedient I find 
receéssary to deaden the sound is a curpet mat 
placed beneath the machine. This, of course, 
is all contingent upon the correct adjustment 
of a strong sounder fed by a strong local bat- 
tery. For accurate and satisfactory work it is 
absolutely necessary to have the telegraph ſu- 
strument make more noise than the type- 
writer; when this simple feat is accomplished 
the typewriting telegraph operator’ is no 
longer a toing of the past. 

The Remington typewriter, as an aid to 
telegraphy, opens up a new leid for the indus- 
d must ip time prove of great ben- 
efit to the commercial world. It is a cure for 
pen-paraiysis without doubt, and to the teie- 
graph operator who bas lost his grip on pen or 
stylus the typewriter isa great biessing: its 
work is more rapid, legibie, and accurate than 
anything done by an expert penman. I have 
nothing but good words for the Kemington 
typewriter, and know ot nothing that will sa 
rejuvenate the rusty “old-timer” as a * 
managed Remington on a good wire behind 
fast Morse sender; and right here permit me 
to say that the faster the telegraph operator 
sends, if he sends good Morse, the easier it 
is to print on the typewriter, for the reason 
namely: that the telegraph instrument then 
requires the strictest attention, therefore the 
typewriter is forgotten, and the receiving op- 
erator becomes a mechanical part of the print- 
ing-machiue.

THE NEW CASES LARGELY IN EXCESS OF 
FRIDAY’S BEPORT—PRECAUTIONS AGAINST 
SMALL-POX. 

Lonpon, Sept. 19.—/Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. — Dispatches received 
from Paris this evening indicate that although 
the cholera is vanishing from the infected dis- 
tricts the distress in the provinces is fearful. 
Destitution follows death and the path of the 
pestilence is marked by a broad swath of pov- 
erty. A dispatch from Jaen says that the situ- 
ation is so horrible that unless God takes pity 
on the wretched population they will entirely 
disappear by deaths caused either by cholera 
or starvation. Quarantine is enforced illegally 
by many towns, and travelers are kept for days 
in filthy huts unless they are able to pay trib- 
ute or to foot the distance necessary to take 
them beyond the line of the stringent meas- 
ures. The Bishop of Calahorra, after being 
nearly dead with cholera, bas returned to the 
city and is now working iu its siums like a 
saintly slave to alleviate the sufferings of the 
people.

CHASING A RUNAWAY BALLOON. 


venture was witnessed at Dover last evening. 
The ocoupants of the car, who had a narrow. 
escape with their lives, were Capt. Dale, Mr. A. 
Crane, and Mr. F. Carew. The balloon, which 
started from the West Cu Hotel grounds, 
Folkestone, was sighted at Dover ebout 4 
o'clock. It was then sailing at a great aiti- 
tude over Shakspeare’s Clif, and being driven 
towards the castle before a fresh westerly 
wind. It was noticed that the occupants of the 
car were discharging a great quantity of bal- 
last, apparentiy baving some difficulty in keep- 
ing the balloon up. Soop after it had passed 
over Dover Castle it was seen that something 
was wrong, and that the Ddallcen was 
descending very rapidly. It was then 
ever the channel about two miles from 
the shore, and much excitement prevailed in 
the town, the people assem biing in great num- 
bers on the piers and sea front. The balloon 
continued to ascend rapidly until it reached 
the water through which the car was dragsed.

JUDGE DUNN'S PATHETIC APPEAL TO THE

sadder or more pathetic scene was ever wit- 

nessed in a court-room than the one that could 
have been seen in the court-room. bere this 
morning.

The upper half is almost always Open, and it 
frames in a view of tae varying sky and the 
chain of mountains which faces the cabin. 
Sometimes the view is momentarily obscured 
by the great stag hound Hewitt. He springs

is the unadorned wood. To be practical I wiil 
confide to you that the entire furniture of 
each bed-room cost but $10. If you knew what 
distinguished heads bad pressed these pillows 
you would be convinced that luxury is not al- 
ways the temptation that entices peopie away 
from their homes. I must not forget the 
‘dresser in the livmg-room. The dishes are 
standing against the walis on the sheives just 
as I remember them in au oid house 
when I was achild. Blue cotton curtains are 
fastened Ou either side, while a short mus- 
lin curtain is gathered across the top. 

The wide sheif on which the narrow ones are 
| placed answers for a side-board. Only home- 

spun stuffs ars used curtains and furniture 
covering. Blue jean covers the pine dining- 
table. It makes a good color, on which the 
crash covers are spread, in lieu of a large 
white tabie-cover for breakfast. The crash 
napkins are merely fringed with ‘ Careaway 
Cottage,’’ outlined at one end. The rugs on 
the floor are striped cotton. There are ouly 
two Persian rugs among the homespun ones; 
they seemed as much of an innovation and as 
out of place as would a trailgown or à dress 
coat in these simple surroundings. { begged 
that they might be superseded by rag carpet. 

Since [ came a thought has been coming into 
my mind over and over again—bow many of us 
who are not bonanzas, and who belong to what 
might be cailed the supernumerary women of 
the world—the old maids and widows—would 
find it in their power to some time attain to 
just such a home as this?

THE ARGENTINE REPUBLIC, 


A RESIDENT OF THE STATE TALKS OF ITS 
BESOURCES AND PROSPECTS. 

Mr. Stuart A. Caley of Concordia, in the Ar- 
gentine Republic, was at the Grand Pacific yes- 
terday. A Taru reporter spoke to him 
concerning that country. He said in sub- 
stante: The present year bas been a pros- 
perous one with us. You know that the prin- 
cipal industries of the country are sheep and 
cattie raising. The seasons have been favor- 
able recently. Our exports have largely in- 
creased. Our farmers, or stockmen as we cail 
them, baye bad no reason to complain. . There 
is a growing demand for meat in every quarter 
of the world. Prices have been maintained, 
therefore. We havea rruitful soil and a genial 
climate, It only needs capital to develop it, 
Our merchants are mostly English, French, and 
Italians. The Spaniards do not cut much of a 
figure. We send most of our woo! to France, 
most of our hides to England. The Italians 
are mostly in the retail trade. The 
Irishmen among us—tbere are some 50,000 of 
them—are mostly in the sheep and cattle raising 
business. They are among our wealthiest peo- 
ple, There are not many of them engaged in 
the mercantile marine. Well, ten years ago 
you could buy land thirty miles from the Cap- 
ital at $1 per acre; now the land will cost about 
$4 per acre, or $24,000 per league. The cli- 
mate, as the. name: of our chief province, 
Buenos Ayres (good air), would indicate, is ex- 
celient. There is a larger influx ot Europeans 
each year. The British are tae most progress- 
ive and active. The United States bas lagged 
behind so far as intercourse with our country 
is concerned. This is probably due to the fact 
that moneyed men in this country found abun- 
dant chances toinvest here. They did not care 
to seek elsewhere for a feild to utilize their cap- 
ital. Receutiy, however, we have had the 
American railroad system introduced in our 
midet. There bas been more intercourse with 
America, too. Our country is woodless. We 
get most of our lumber from the New England 
States. Portiand and Boston are the ports of 
departure from here. O, yes, fencing is quite 
in vogue with us now. The ordinary wire 
fence is the least expensive, but we must have 
posts, you know. We have in the Argentine 
Republic half as many fertile acres as there 
are in the United States, Our Government is, 
on the whole, stable the most stable except 
the Governments of Chili and Brazil in South

Republic. He is most sanguine as to its fut- 
ure.

MECHANICAL SUBSTITUTES FOR PIANO 


PRACTICE, / 
A long-suffe community will be glad to 
know that a number of inventors are at work 
upon mechanical contrivances designed to 


greatly diminish the existing nuisance of piano = 


practice. In ilarwe towns, and especially in 
cities, the pianoforte has completely ruined 
that traditional elysium, a quiet neigbbor- 
hood.” Itis also becoming known that the 
noise of the pianoforte is in itself an element 
which adds greatly to the wearinese and nerv- 
ous exhaustion of the person practicing. The 
lot of an innocent bystander is not 
an enviable one when he has the 
misfortune to sit under the overlapping edges 
of two or more independent fields of practice 
at once—even if the different players are all 
playing music; but wheu they bavpen to be 
playing scales or five-finger exercises, or, 
worse yet, when one of them is playing a fine 
piece anc the others are contaminating the 
echoes with their diabolical chromatics, the 
case reiches the dimensions of downright 
cruelty. 2 

The prime difficulty in the case is the fond- 
ness of young pupils tor producing resultse— 
in other words, making a noise in the wor!4. 
The pedagogic difficulty of mechanical appl. 
ances for doing away with whe piano, at least 
in apart of the practice, lies in the fact that 
good playing is a question of developed muscie 
fully controlled by the musical sense. There 
are those who think that the principal vice of 
current teaching is to be found in the amount 
of playing it permits to remain mechanical 
rather than musical. On the other band, there 
are several teachers who think that there 
would be no harm in allowing a certain 
part of the study to remain wholly 
mechanical, provided the student fully 
realizes that it is mechanical. In 
fact Mr. A. K. Virgil, inventor of the Techni- 
phone,“ goes so far as to make it a principle 
to use the techniphone for ail the mechanical 
32 and the pianoforte only for music. 

**techniphone”’ is a dumb keyboard of 
five octaves or more, with adjustable touch 
and a warning click like a telegraph sounder. 
It is designed for the use of begmners in ac- 
quiring legato and staccato touches, and in lay- 
ing the fuundation of exact fingerwork. 

The technicon is a whoily different in- 
strument, designed as an exercising apparatus 
for players more advanced, and even for 
artists. Carreno, Sherwood, and other artists 
are enthusiastic in regard to it. It hardly ad- 
mits of question that the average piayer would 
greatly improve his style of playing, besides 
relieving the neighborhood immeasura- 
bly by ‘dividing h practice in- 
to three parts. as fdlliows: First. me- 
chanical; muscie-practice by the aid of one or 
the other of these contrivances. Second, 
msic-thinking; reading the music in silence 
and hearing it in bis miud just as it ought to 
sound. Third, uniting the two modes of prep- 
aration above described by playing the masic 
upon the piano. Why not?

New York, Sept. 19.—[Special.|—The hot- 
test ficht ever knownin the medical profes- 
sion is in progress. The thing fought over is 
the question whether homeopaths shall be ad- 
mitted to the International Medical Congress, 
which 18 to be held in Washington in 1887. 


markable and productive convention of phy- 
sicians yet held, surpassing the famous one 
of Copenhagen. To give ample time for the 
preparation of valuable papers by specialists, 
the organization was intended to be effected 
this autumn, with a competent presiding of- 
ficer for each of the many proposed sections. 
The American Medical Association, which ig 
the allopathic reguiar body, was the inviting 
party from which issued the letters to dis- 
tinguished scientists throughout the worid, 
asking them to contribute their presence and 
papers op appointed themes. The code ques- 
tion at once came up, Should homeopathic 


physicians be admitted to membership in the 
congress? The first program of a commit- 
tee of the American Medicai Association 


was to recogaize all legal practitioners. But 


this decision was provisionaily reversed in a 
conference in New Orieans, and formally so in 
asubsequent meeting in Chicago, where the 
vote was that no homeopaths should be let in. 
More than that, ailopaths who were known to 
favor association with homeopaths in consul- 
tation over patients were rigidly excluded in 
the make-up of the committecs and sections, 
This shut out such men as Fordyce Barker and 
Sbrady of Gen. Grant's doctors, besides 
Loomis. Jacobi, Roosa, and other allopathic 
champions of a liberal code. Resignations have 
been numerous by mex who accepted positions 
under the plan, many European oeleb- 
rities bave written to say that they will not 
come if the code question is taken into ac- 
count: and the outlook is that the congress 
may not be held. The Committee on Organi- 
zation is holding meetings in this city, Dut so 
far as can be judged the allopaths are about 
equally divided.

the colors of the plaid, instead of the usual 
metal ones. There are, again, imitation As- 
trakban or Persian lambs’-wool trimmings 
upon the coat, or the new boulli fabrics are 
utilized for collar and revers. Trifling as these 


variations are, they prevent that unpleasant 
similarity which in the case of a very popular 
fashion too often becomes wearisome, monoto- 
nous, and common. 


VELVET COSTUMES. 

Some of the new velvet costumes are made 
in short priucesse style, plain at the back of 
the bodice, with full butterfly drapery arranged 
upon the lower portion. The front of the 
bodice forms a medium short close-fitting 


> cOat-tront siightly open to show the vest be- 


neath. in some instances the skirt portions, 
front and back, fall in rich, straight 
folds, with a narrow plaiting at the foot 
of the skirt; in others there are box plaitings 
down the entire front, with satin of a contrast- 
ing shade set on flat between each wide plait; 
and in not afew costumes is noted an entire 
absence of color, the front consisting of a false 
skirt with a velvet plaiting around the bottom, 
and an extremely loug tunic draped in soft up- 
right folds and joined to the straight waterifali- 
draping in the back. 


4 WRAPS. 

There were lately displayed at a fashionable 
importing house in this city a number of ex- 
ceptionally elegant wraps for the fall and win- 
ter. The styles in long and short garments 
were about equally divided, the new creations 
in the former appearing in such grace of form 
and outline ahd fashfoned of such novel and 
elegaut materials | reéstabjish them in any 
favor they may have lost for & season. Velvet- 

read. wool goods, plush, bengaline, velvet- 
brocaded Ottoman silk, combined with 
plain velvet, satin duchess and diack 
Victoria silk, were used for these, 
and aleo for the dressy visites 
and other short confections. Among the ex- 
olusive styles this season are long Spanish 
wraps made of black brocaded satin, richly 
lined and decorated. One brought by a re- 
turned tourist from Paris is made of velvet- 
brocaded Ottoman silk, lined with pale prim- 
rose surab, and trimmed with casvades of 
genuine old Spanish iace eight inches wide, 
headed by bands of massive jet-work in floral 
designs.

DRESS MATERIALS. 

Cheviot is largely imported this season, and 
in a diversity of handsome designs. in cbhar- 
acter it closely resembles goods of the same 
name brought out tor gentlemen’s wear, but 
the former are ligbter in texture, and inter- 
mingled with other fabrics like chenille, sik, 
velvet, etc., and are also more diversified in 
coloring. ‘These goods are first choices with 
many ladies in selecting fabrics for 
“tailor costumes,” although the beauty and 
variety in woolen fabrics of every descrip- 
tion have rarely, if ever, been equaled in the 
history of trade; silks, satins, veivets, and 
indeed almost every sort of rich dress fab- 
rics having given place to these materials for

Thered is a certain furor for the bourets 
styled frisé, and shaggy curled woolens, but the 
present enthusiasm is not likely to last. These 
eccentricities in tabries are adopted generally by 
those who can afford to seize uvon any passing 
fancy, to discard it quickly for something else 
more attractive.

A BRIDAL GOWN. 

An exquisitly-beautiful bridal gown just fin- 
ished is made of a magnificent quality of white 
satin duchess, the front and sides veiled with 
duchess-iace flouwnces four in number, and set 
upon the satin foundation with but slight ful- 
ness, to show the beautiful design. The un- 
derarm portions of the bodice broaden 
into panels of the satin, which are 
bordered all around with pearl-wrought 
appliqué panels six inches wide. This 
trimming contiuues up each side of the bodice 
tront, which opens over a siender vest of 
duchess lace. The gleeves are elbow length, 
and trimmed to correspond with falling ruffles 
of the lace finishing the edges. The train is 
moderately long, the sides held by the back 
portion of the long panels. The veil is to be 
of silk tulle, bordered with a plain, broad 
hem; but the diamond pins, with which 
it will de fastened above the halo 
of rich golden-brown hair, will add much 
to its otherwise simple effect. In dress there 
will be an entire absence of color at the wea- 
ding, as the three bridesmaids will wear white 
surah, lace-trimmed, aud white roses or carna- 
tions.

An- 
other design is trefoil inlaid with tight, wood- 
color, lustreless silk thread in raised knots. 
Yet another style, seven inches wide, shows 
arabesque beading and fret-work, with an ad- 
mixture of gold with voiutesof fine brown 
chenille. Another design shows the trefoil in a 
mosaic of copper, bronze, and gold beads, with 
a star between each pair, witb interlacing fili- 
gree of gold and tiny gold, bronze, and dark

FLORAL DESIGNS, 


There are other styles forsdking the classical 
and artistic for beautiiul floral designs such 
as roses or lilies in finest jet, others in small 
carved wood of ash, maple, imitaticn of sanda!l- 
wood; a branch of the lotos, the four leaves of 
the calyx of the darkest wood in finest chenille, 
the blossom of sixteen or twenty petals of 
the yellow maple beads, the centre of a 
giobular, brown-shaded polished wood bead, 
the stamens of finest brown beads, the circular 
leat worked in long stitches of dark chene, 
a meandering vine of silk and fine chenile form- 
ing the two edges of this band. Narrow trim- 
ming bands are edged on each side with pea- 
sized rosewood carved polished beads. Less 
odd and costly are the new passementerie gal- 
loonsin diamond points or copper, and gold 
cut beads in grapevine designs and dropping 
pendarts of square cut large beads. There 
are fringes of copper, plomb, dull sea-green 
and steel beads intermixed in points and 
straight lines and glittering mosaic of purple 
blue, and am- 
ber tiny cut crystal beads with a little gold in 
flower gariands closely interwoven. Cut steel 
beads and copper are mingied ia other designs, 
as large flat pansies of ‘the steel outlined with 
copper. This is seen also in blue steel of great 
lustre in bands eight or ten inches wide, and 
there are new galloons of fine gold warp em- 
broidered in stripes of mousse color cui beads 
and lead. Other bands imitate cashmere 
shawis in color and work in finest bead em- 
broidery. 

FEATHER TRIMMINGS. 


The new, graceful, and airy feather trim- 
mings are two and three inches wide in bands 
of black, wine-color, two shades of green, 
two of olive, two biue in dark shades, and 
charming evening tints of rose, light-biue, and 


white. 
The fringes are five inches deep of ostrich in 


. the shape of tails in some shades, others in 


mingled colors, as wine and white, amber and 
white, two olive tints, or olive and chinchilla. 
In other fantastic styles the feathers lie in 
reverse overiaid with small plumage of fowls. 
There are thick rich ruches of green gold 
feathers standing out in bigh relief from the 
stem. Others tor ball costumes are in downy 
pink, white, and biue, light as thistle-down. 
Another style of band of creamy white resem- 
bies the so test and finest fur. Dark lustrous 
feathers lie overlapping with their points 
raised, interspersed at regular distances with 
curly, delicate brown gossamer tips ot great 
beauty.

- TRIMMINGS FOR WOOL GOODS. 


For the fashionable wool costumes there are 
mohair trimmings of a multiplicity of designs. 
One consists of three rows of daisies, precisely 
like hand-work in crochet, in all colors to match 
the fabric. There are besides graceful fern 
shapes. Mohair guipure bands are covered 
with silken net-work of large flowers. These 


take on all of the new shades. Large set 


pieces accompany these bands for orna- 
ment. There are others in camaieu style 
—the pattern in a darker sbade than the 
ground, Frequently this is a mixture of woolen 
braid and fine silk goutache. There sre large 
guipure designs of intricate patterns, and oth- 
ers in stripes of antique styles and figures. 


Unique ad artistic designs in black woolen 


guipure lace, one yard and three-quarters wide, 
for $15 a yard, are used for apron fronts, 
flounces, and other black woolen dress trim- 
mings; and for cloaks there are wide, massive 
bands, with groundwork of tufted silk soutache 
and loops of cord, rows of cord fringe 
across interspersed with large balis. There 
are other extremely wide bands of chenille 
mixed with jet, jet droplets and pendants, 
soutache and lead beads in shape of sun- 
flowers, lilies, tall gladiolus spikes, frise velour 
borders, and all manner ot tantastic devices. 
The finest wool laces are made of mohair in 
admirable imitation of guipure lace. -There 
are four yard lengths one yard deep for the 
flounces which are as suitable for silk and satin 
as for any fine wool fabric.- There are 
other magnificent wide bands and ‘fringes as 
well as set pieces of silk chord, fine chenille, 
cut jet, with crescents of beaded passement- 
eries made of lead beads, or of dark, rich 
colors like a Romas «mosaic, and in every 
imaginable gracefu! device. 


BUTTONS. 


Large byttons covered with satin and 
velvet with small frise designs, also of 
frise wool velours are intended for 
heavy wraps. Others smaller are in fine 
carved jet, iridescent dark pearl, concave shape, 
cut gold and red bronze, silver with aecoration 
in relief of a bluebird and blue and purple 
flowers, gold and copper or silver. All the 
tints of copper, shades of bronze, steel plomb 
in open-work designa, inlaid, plomb devices 
on mirror-like steel, and all the bead designs 
described are wrought in the dress buttons 
in all shades and sizes. Exquisit little buttons 
of mirror-steel, silver, blue steel, and giow- 
ing copper have decorations in relief of an ir- 
idescent gold peacock on a branch: a flower in 
colored oxides or a head of some animal. There 
are, besides, wooden buttons to correspond 
with the trimmings carved with natural light 
oak, ash, or other beads; copper designs in re- 
lief of a flower or bird, and other piom», steel. 
and copper gold buttons in open-work designs 
of berries and foliage exquisitiy wrought in 
filigree; Japanese devices in gold, bronze} and 
pearl; others with designs in blue, rosé, and 
win-tinted gold. . 

HEADGEAR, 


Large-sized carved rosary beads are placed 
on the edge of bounets and set in the boucie 
bands of gglicon. Other styles of narrow and 
wide galloons decorate or entireiy cover bon- 
nets interwoven with the lead, jet, and fine 
pearl beads of smallest size. Ribbons no 
zonger present a smooth surface, but are 
of plush, with boucie stripes of satin, or 
quite as curly as the heavy wool astracban 
which they resemble. Again there are some 
bandsome siyles of striped satin and plush, 
watered silk and veivet, and gilt embroidered. 
Among the new millinery colors are Orleans 
blue ot a bright shade, Oriental red, aspergne 
or as 8 green, warm chestnut brown, 
heliotrope, dark, almost sombre, blue called 
sphinx, and a pansy-violet. The wool 
bonnets partake of the generai fancy for wool 
and are trimmed with wool lace, chenille, 
and the metal embroideries described, and 
there are bonnets covered with silk Jersey 
webbing, felt and silk, embroidere 1 wool and 
velvet in applique designs.

TURNED LOOSE. 
THE GRAND JURY UNLOCKS THE JAIL DOORS 
„ron NUMEROUS ALLEGED OFFENDERS. 

The Cook County grand jury bas done six 
days’ workin the September term and has 
found eighty-four indictments. As an offset 
to this it has free from the County Jail 
nearly ninety p charged with all the 
grades of crime on the calendar from petit lar- 
deny up te murder. These discharges 
are exclusive of the bal cases, of 
which there were about an equal number 
ignored.. It is true that the jail became filled 
up with petty criminals during the summer va- 
cation, owing to the fact that there was no 
grand jury in the month of August, but the 
number of eases *“‘thrown out by this jury 
is, notwithstanding that circumstance, dispro- 
portionately large as compared with the work 
of previous grand juries. The Police-Court 
records show clearly that real crimes are on 
the increase in Chicago, but the work of the 
present grand jury seems to contradict this 
state of things.

THE ELECTION LAW. 
WHO WILL ISSUS THE BLANKS FOR THE ELEO- 
TION? —A LAWYER'S OPINION.

“In view of the fact,” said Oorporation- 
Counsel Winston yesterday, that the men 
who framed the new Election law openly state 
that they did not intend it should be submitted 
until the fall of 1886 and the fact that they 
bave not provided any method for conducting 
the Aldermanic and town elections in. the 
epring of 1886, it seems to me is a good reason 
for not putting the matter to vote 
until the November election in 1886. 1 
dou't know whether Judge Prendergast can 
vacate the order or not, but he bas taken the 
position that he will not bave blanks printed, 
and will not issue instructions to the County 
Cierk or to the judges of election, and it is 
difficult to see how the election could be con- 
ducted in good order against his mandate. 
There is a provision in the law that otners can 
prepare bianks, but the law contemplates that 
the whole thing should be done in proper order 
under the supervision of the County Judge, 
and if it were done otherwise there would 
be serious question it it could be done in such 
a mode as to make the adoption, if the law 
were adopted, legal and binding. But I have 
not heard whether the County Judge has re- 
ceded from view to the effect that it was 
essential a decision should be had before the 
law was submitted. It seems to me that the 
fact that the Supreme Court is unable to de- 
cide the law to be valid lends additional 
strength to the position of the Judge in that 
matter.“ 

If the County Clerk should fail to issue the 
necessary blanks for the election it will be 
seen that the law makes provision for them. 


It says: 


If no tally-sheets shall be furnished to the 
judges and clerks of any precinct relating to such 
proposition, such clerks spali use any piece of pa- 
per containing the headings written out by. either 
ofthem, For city election law.“ and Against 
city election law,“ and tally the vote thereon op- 
posit the respective headings as announced to 
them; and if the blank statements of returns reiat- 
ing to such proposition be provided or furnished to 
them, then it shall be the duty of said judges and 
clerks to write outa return in triplicate, in sub- 
stance in accordance with me form found in Sec. 
2 of this article. 

Judge Prendergast was asked yesterday if 
he bad anything to say to the expressions of 
prominent lawyers published in yesterday's 
TRIBUNE regarding the position in which he 
bas been placed through the disposal of the 
new Election law in his court. He said: “I 
positively decline to be approached or inter- 
viewed on this subject. I can only say to you 
as I said to one of your reporters last night, 
that I deem it improper for me to give any ex- 
pressions of sentiment upon this matter.

THE ITALIAN MURDERERS. : 
JUDGE HAWES TAKES THE ARGUMENTS FOR A 
NEW TRIAL. UNDER ADVISEMENT. 

The case of Silvestri, Gelardi, and Agari, the 
Italians convicted by a jury of the murder of 
Caruso, was taken up before Judge Hawes in 
the Criminal Court. yeaterday for the hearing 
of the arguments of the attorneys on the mo- 
tion for a new triai for the defendants. 

Morris Baumann, thé -colored defender of 
Silvestri and Gélardi,'began by asking the 
merey of the court for the life of his jury- 
sentenced clients, for the power over their 
lives lay in the Hands of the court. At the 
time of the killmg ems of news were scarce 
and the press had’ “ nothing eise to harp on“ 
except this murder mystery. Every mind in 
the community bad becomo so poisoned by 
these reports that it was utterly impossible to 
get a fair and impartial trial for defendants on 
account of the prejudice of the jurors. For 
this reason he wanted the court to ser 
aside the verdict. After calling for the sup- 
plication of a Christian beart’’ Mr. Baumann 
read a whole chapter on the habits of Italians 
in Naples from the Treasury of History,“ an 
illustrated historical and descriptive novel pub- 
lished in 1849. Mr. Baumann again approacbed 
bis subject and. oriticised the -testimony of 
Offieer Nicholas Morris, the policeman who ex- 
torted the confession from defendants. 

Kate Kane, attorney for Azari, begged the 
court to mercifully grant a new 
for defendants, that her client 
get of with a penitentiary sentence. 
which she believed would be full punishment 
for Azari, who was densely ignorant as to the 
nature of the crime of killing a human being 
owing to his associations in lito. Her argu- 
ment covered all the principal law points in- 
volved. 

State’s-Attorney Grinnell said all three were 
equally guilty, and, as to Gelardi, he needed 
no confession to convict him. It had been 
argued, as a motive for sympathy, that. the 
Italians were here on trial without friends. 
That was true, but these men foully murdered 
their own intimate friend, and thereby forfeited 
their right to any friends or sympathy what- 
ever. 

After short closing speeches by Miss Kane 


and Mr. Baumann, the court said: 


The court is not seriously impressed with 
the notion that there has been any grave error 
in the case, but inasmuch as it is a serious 
case, involving life and death, the court will 
take the matter under consideration until 
some future time, the court to notify the de- 
fendants’ attorneys personally.“ 

This announcement was translated to the 
prisoners by Mr. Ginochio, Italian saloon- 
keeper at No. 8 South Clark street, and court 
was adjourned.

THE DAKOTA FIRES. 


GREATER IN EXTENT THAN WAS AT FIRST 
SUPPOSED—BOSTON’S BIG BLAZEB—QUITE A 
SCARE AT JERSBY CITY. 

BISMARCK, Dak., Sept. 19.—|Special.}——Re- 
ports of ravages of prairie fires which have 
been raging throughout this country for sev- 
eral days continue to come in and the damages 
are far beyond the first estimates, and several 
farmers who have been held as jurors durmg 
the present term of court in this city learned 
today that theic grain and homes had been de- 
stroyed, and their wives and -children left un- 
protected. As three of them had received no 
word from their families they entertain fears 
thas they have perished. The bewildered 
jurors were excused from duty. The fire is 
still raging to the north, and no power can stop 
it. Even where the farmers have plowed the 
land around their premises - the fire has made 
disastrous head way, as the wind blows the 
burning weeds across the plowing and fires the 
grass on the opposit side. The damage in all 
of the country between this city and Fargo 
will reach several hundred thousand dollars. 

Boston, Sept. 19.—[Speciai.]—The loss’ by 
last nicht's fire at the Smith American Organ 
Manufactory will be beavie® than at first sup- 
posde. There were about 200 finished instru- 
ments on the first floor, and these are practi- 
cally ruined The delicate reeds have been so 
affected by the water that their tone is ruined, 
and they will dave to be replaced by new ones. 
The cases, too, are warped. One of the pro- 
prietors, while he could not give any accurate 
estimate of the loss, thought it would not fall 
far short of $100,000. This will be principally 
upon the stock. The firm will rebuild at 
once.

“TOUGH” POLITICIANS 
WORK OF A MASKED 


TWO NOTORIOUS 
DISPOSED OF—THE 
MOB DENOUNCED. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 19.—[Special. ]—The 

killing of Tom Kernard by his nephew Pat Ker- 

nara afew nights since removes from the 
arena of practical-sluggiug Democratic politics 
two notorious characters. One of them, hbow- 
ever—the murderer, and the worst of the two 
will only be out of the way for awhile. He 


will never bang nor suffer long imprisonment 
tor the crime. Pat controls the Eighth Ward 
of Baltimore. It is cailed by the b’boys the 
bloody old Eighth,”” and during Know-Nothing 
times the plug-uglies and “buli-pup”’ 
strikers of he E.ghth’’ were a terror of the 
worst sort. 

The murder was indirectly the result of a lit- 
tle political misuncerstanding. Both Tom and 
Pat were bossesin “ Eichth, and some- 
times they quarreled about which had the 
greatest authority. It was said that Tom first 
tried to stab his nephew with an ice-pick; but 
anyway Pat emptied his revolver at his uncle, 
and one bail killed him instantly. The Mayor. 
alty election will come off in a few weeks, and 
Tom's influence will be sadly missed. 

The Rev. Father Joseph Graf, a noted Catho- 
lic musician and director of the Catholic choir 
ot this city, has just returned from Rome, 
where he has bad an interesting interview with 
the Pope in relation to church music. Speuk- 
ing of church music, the Pope stated to Father 
Graf that all theatrical music should be es- 
chewed in Catholic churches, and that only the 
solemn, religious music shouid be rendered. 

Every Sunday aiternoon forty or fifty of the 
lewd women of Baltimore may be found sing- 
ing hymns in a little hall on Josephine street, 
a notorious thoroughfare along which for two 
biocks nearly every house isan abode of the 
demi-monde.

They insisted 
that they could secure all the contracts they 
wished for eight and nine cents to New York, 
The railroads, however, emphatically deny 
that they are taking any business for 
less than 10 cents now, and the Van- 
derbilt and Pennsylvania lines, while 
they admit that all the business accounted for 
in the subjoined statement was all secured at 
a 10-cent rate, insist that since last Friday 
they have taken no grain for less than a 12- 
cent basis, though provisions continue to be 
quoted at a 10-cent rate, There is one line 
leading east from the city—the Chicago & At- 
lantic—which bas never yet gone below a 13- 
cent rate, and therefore is virtually out of the 
business. It carried 6 per cent of the east-bound 
business during the last week, but the dust 
ness was all secured before the rates went be 
low a 13-cent basis, there being but few cars 
furnished for ite transportation. The com- 
pany, it is learned, thought this to be a good 
time to put its cars into the shops for repairs 
and renovation, which accounts for their 
scarcity.

RATES ON CARLOAD AND LESS THAN CAR - 
LOAD LOTS. 

A special meeting of the Joint Western Glas- 
sification Committee will be held in this city 
Oct. 6 for the purpose ort con sidering 
the question whether the present system of 
making carluad and jess than carload rates to 
Missouri River points and points west thereof 
ahould be continued or not. The quesuon was 
up for consideration at the meeting held in St. 
Paul last week, and Cow missioner C. M. Wicker 
of the Chicago Freight Bureau and Mr. E. F. 
Kelly of the St. Louis Freight Bureau on be- 
balf of the Chicago and St. Louis merchants, 
made strong arguments in favor of the aboii- 
tion of carload rates. They claimed that there 
was no good reason why two rates 
should be made and that the present system 
discriminates against small jobbers, who were 
unable to ship in carload quantities. The 
merchants and jobbers of the various Missouri 
River points aiso submitted strong remon- 
strauces against the proposed change, claiming 
that if carioads were abolished the trade of 
the Missouri River jobbers would be ruined, 
as it would enable smal! merchants from points 
west of the Missouri River to purchase their 
goods direct at Chicago and St. Louis. While 
a majority of the roads were of the opinion 
that but one rate shauld be made, yet several 
ot the roads would not vote for the proposi- 
tion, feeling disinclined to antagonize the Mis- 
souri River jobbers, As unanimous action was 
required to make the proposeu change nothing 
could be done, but at the request of the Com- 
missioners of the Chicugo and St. Louis 
Freight Bureaus it was agreed to bold 
another meeting in thie city Oct. 6, 
in order to give them an opportunity to pre- 
sent further facts showing why the change ia 
the classification as advocated by them should 
be made. While there can be no doubt that 
the position of the Commissioners of the 
Chicago and St. Louis Freight Bureaus is well 
taken, and that the making of two rates on the 
same kind of goods should be abolished, yet 
there is but little prospect that they will suc- 
ceed, as someof the roads-are pledged to 
stand by the Missouri River merchants aud 
vote against any proposition nat would do 
away with the system of making lower rates for 
carioad lots than for less than Carload lots. 


THE CHICAGO, Sr. LOUIS & MISSOURL RIVER 
PASSENGER ASSOCIATION, 

Reports have been current that the Tilinois 
Central intends to withdraw shortly trom the 
Chicago, St. Louis & Missouri River Passenger 
Association on account of its dissatisfaction 
with the arrangement which prevents it from 
competing for the Missouri River traffic at the 
same rate as the direct lines. While the 
rate by the direct lines is $13, it costs $15 to go 
to Kansas City by the Iilinois Central. The 
lilinois Central people deny that they mean to 
withdraw, although they admit that they are 
not satisfied with the present arrange 
ment. The direct lines say they 
can not see any reason for the 
lilinois Central’s dissatisfaction, and do not 
think it means to withdraw. If it should, they 
say, the association would in no wise be embar- 
rassed, as the Illinois does not reach the Mis- 
souri River and cannot get beyond St. Louis, 
and could not afford to break the St. Louis 
rates, fur in that event its competitors could 
easily retalate by cutting rates to Southern 
points, in which business the Lilinois Central is 
moetly interested. 


NORTHWESTERN TRAFFIC ASSOCIATION AF- 
FAIRS. 

A meeting of the Northwestern Traffic Asso- 
ciatios will de held in this city some time next 
wees. The euairs of the association are in bad 
shape and there is danger that the pool will go 
to pieces. Great dissatisfaction is expressed 
with the administration of the present Com- 
wissioner, many of the existing complications 
being attributed to his faulty judgment. His 
remarks at the St. Paul meeting, which dis- 
cussed the complications arising from the for- 
mation of a pool between the Manitoba Road 
and the Canadian Pacific, bave given great 
offense to most of the roads. The Commie 
sioner claimed that the reports about the dis- 
satisfaction of the Northwestern roads with 
the action of the Manitoba lines were not true, 
as it was a recognized fact that what one road 
does to benefit itself should not be criticised 
by other roads. Now, the iact is that the 
greatest indignation about the Manitoba's uac- 
tion is expressed by all the roads in the asso- 
cation except the Burlington, and the jatter’s 
relations with the Manitoba are such that it 
couid not well criticise its acuon. it is the 
general opinion that the Manitoba has sold 
out its American connections to a foreign cor- 
poration fora small temporary benefit, 
that it will suffer for it in the end.
